Captured German Order Disproves 
Assertion That It Was ‘Evacuated.’ 


ON THE FRENCH FRONT, Satur- 
day, Aug. 25, (By The Associated 
Press.)—The Germans nervously but in- 
effectively bombarded their lost posi- 
tions around Verdun throughout the 
day, without any infantry attack. Not 
a single German now remains south cf 
Forges Brook. The French offensive 
of only four days’ actual fighting re- 
sulted in the recapture, with an incon- 
celvably low casualty list, of positions 
the taking of which cost the armies of 
the German Crown Prince more than 
three months of constant combats and 
hundreds of thousands of lives. 

The assertion of the Germans that 
they voluntarily evacuated territory on 
this front is disproved by an order te- 
lating to Dead Man Hill, dated Aug. 17 
and signed by General von Dietrich, 
which was found on a prisoner.

100 SHELLS FOR ONE. 


Artillery Fire in Flanders Is 
Tremendous, Even on an 
| Off Day.

- As I went yesterday for a walk over 
Pilken Ridge, looging across the little 
stream of Steenbeke to Poelcappelle and 
the German outposts, and beyond to the 
high barrier of the Paschendal Range, 
the British artillery was 1 Fritz 
hell,“ as the gunners would say. For 
one shell of his that came over I an: 
sure that, without exaggeration, a hun- 


dred of the British answered with that 
back chat which is the most forcible 
argument in war. 

I have never seen so many guns on 
one battlefield as those on the wide 
stretch of country beyond Ypres. One 
walks for miles through concentric lines 
of batteries. First one finds monstrous 
twelve-inchefs, and naval fellows with 
long snouts, which fire at distant tar- 
gets and shake the earth around. After 
walking over a mile or more of shell 
craters one comes to the 9.2s, huddled 
together like hippopotami. These how- 
itzers were all Iching out flames and 
death. Eight-inchers, six-inchers, and 
4.2s greeted one with blasts of fire. 
Further toward the lines, and then far 
forward in ground where men walk can- 
nily, keeping a quick eye for any kind 
of cover, avoiding certain clumps of 
branchless trees, goi on a winding 
track toward some rubbish heap where 
German shells come rumma in 
search of men, the field guns t out 
their sharp tattoo. Flights of shells 
pass overhead, never ceasing for hours, 
though there is no battle being fought, 
but only the o rdinary day’s “‘ strafing "’ 
by the artillery. | 

No wonder the enemy has thought out 
a new method of defense for saving his 
man-power in the front-line positions, 
building concrete blockhouses, which 
hold a score or so of men in advanced 

sts, and keeping his main forces as 
ar back as possible for countérattacks. 
But even that cannot save him from 

reat casualties, for the British guns are 
ar forward and keep his su rt lines 
under an annihilating fire. he metal 
which I saw going over yesterday was 
not more than what went the day be- 
fore and what will, I suppose. go to- 


morrow. It was stupendous in its quan- 
tity, the British gunners’ shoot 
straight.

PROPOSES DRARTING. 
YOUTHS OF 19 70 24 


Will Be Needed to Form Ade- 
quate Reserve for National 
Army, Says Gen. Young. 


MARRIED MEN UNWILLING: 


Declares Youths Must Save Country, 
as They Did in Civil War—Step 
Toward Universal Training. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—In a signed 
statement given out. today, Lieut. Gen. 
S. B. M. Young, U. S. A., Commander 
in Chief of the Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion of the United States, and 
President of the National Association for 
Universal Military Training, advocated 
the early drafting of youths between 
19 and 21 years, to form a reserve for 
the national army. 

General Young says that of the 9,600,- 
000 men registered, “ fully 80 per cent. of 
the married men have not hesitated to 
walk up and claim exemption on that 
ground alone, which means that only a 
small percentage of the married men 
in the nation are willing to bear arms 
in defense or it. This is à condition 
which was not only surprising, but 
which ,8 full of menace, and to which 
there can be but one answer—the younk. 
unmarried men must save this country 
even as they saved it in the civil war.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26. — Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt indorses as a real 
and constructive” measure and a great 
step forward the Administration bill 
which seeks to provide war insurance 
under which the Federal Government 
would assume responsibility for safe- 
guarding dependents of soldiers and 
sailors participating in the war and pro- 
viding insurance for the fighting men 
themselves. 

This was made known tonight when 
letters between Colonel Roosevelt and 
Judge Julian W. Mack, who helped 
frame the bill, which has just been 


introduced by Senator Simmons and 
Representative Aiexander, were given to 
e press. The bill was introduced with 
the full support of President Wilson at 
the instance of Secretary McAdoo, who 
has been strongly urging its passage. 
Colonel Roosevelt expresses himself 
empnhaticaliy in favor of the provisions 
of the bill. He says he particularly 
likes the re-education features of the 
measure. The nation, he asserts, would 
be recreant if it should fall short of 
the achievements which stand to the 
credit of France, Canada, and Eng- 
land in the re-education of their dis- 
abled, and unless we begin now, he 
adds, we would certainly tail in this 
indispensable duty of human salvage.“ 


The Celenel’s Letter. 


His letter follows: 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 22, 1917. 

My Dear Judge Mack: 

I have read the bill for compen- 
sating and inauring the soldiers and 
sailors with the keenest interest. It 
marks a ene step forward. It puts 
the United States where it ought to be, 
as standing in the forefront among 
the nations in doing justice to our de- 
fenders. 

I am particularly struck by the em- 
‘oe on the family, instead of, as 

eretofore, on the man. hen we 
draft men into public service we en- 
list their dependents; and of these we 
must never lose sight. They must be 
cared for while their breadwinner is 
away. They, not he alone, must 
considered jn fixing the compensation 
for disability; and if he dies as a re- 
sult of the service, they must be ade- 
quately protected, instead of being 
given the miserable pittance that the 
present pension laws provide. 

But I particularly like the provisions 
for re-education. here great 
danger, when a@ man knows that for 
the rest of his life the Government is 
going to give him just enough to live 
cn, that he will be content therewith, 
and ow rs indifferent to 
further effort. But life is not static. 
Men go forward or else they fall back- 
ward. Unless proper steps are taken, 
men who endure, first, terrible in- 
juries, and then.the long inactivity 
that necessarily follows, and who suf- 
fer some degree of permanent disa- 
bility in consequence, are in grave 
danger of going to pieces. It is clearly 
in the publié interest, as well as for 
their own good, that they should be 
re-educated for life wherever possible; 
ust that their

For Children of the Future. 


The compensation for the family 
should not be based upon the family’s 
status at the time when the injury 


is incurred. These young men of

ALBANY, Aug. 26.—Although returns 
to the State Health Department indicate 
the lowest infant mortality rate for July 


in a quarter of a century, it is shown in

Biggs, State Commissioner of Health, 
that there has been an alarming in- 
crease in deaths due to accidental in- 
juries, notably automobile accidents. 
Despite an increase in the population 
of the State in the last quarter century 
of over 67 per cent., there were fewer 
deaths in July, 1917, than in July, 1892. 
Had the rate of mortality of twenty- 
five years ago prevailed this July, there 
would have been recorded in the State 
22,670 deaths, instead of the 10,786 that 
actually occurred during the month—a 
difference of almost 12,000 lives.

Ham and negotiate with the violator before 
ing we have punished him. It would not 


be a good augury for the next time 
we have that punishment to inflict on 
the same offender, and that time 
would come soon. 

He proposes that the freedom of 
the seas in times of peace be dis- 
cussed; but the seas are free now in 
times of peace, as free as the air, and 
no guarantees are required. The only 
object of raising the question would be 
to propose the curtailment or abolition 
of the British Navy, which is Eng- 
land’s sole defense against future Ger- 
man aggression; and England would 
send no delegate, official or unofficial, 
to discuss that impossibility. He pro- 
poses disarmament, but no disarma- 
ment agreement can be negotiated 
with the Germany of today, the scrap- 
of-paper Germany; nor would France 
or England disarm until Germany had 
done so. Some day the world hopes 
to discuss that very question with the 
German people, but it is a subject 
which it will never waste its time by 
discussing with the Kaiser. 

The rest of Dr. ELtoT’s proposals all 
rest on the same basis—trust in the 
Kaiser's word. In form they appear 
to have an equality which they have 
not in fact; for in form they propose 
to trust the words of all the nations 
in the conference. But this seeming 
fairness conceals an essential unfair- 
ness; for the word of the Kaiser's 
Government is not good, like the 
words of other Governments. A con- 
tract in which a well-established and 
honorable fire insurance company 


should enter into an agreement with 


a professional firebug would have no 
element of equality; the insurance 
company would be at a disadvantage. 

Dr. ELioT’s proposals, like all other 
proposals, strike on the same rock. 
We come back always to Mr. BAL 
FourR’s profound declaration that peace 
must be negotiated with a Germany 
“elther powerless or free,” and with 
no other. We can make no peace 
which shackles our children to mili- 
tarism. The defenders of liberty and 
democracy have fought on for three 
years without result, as they had in 
1778 and again in 1864, but they did 
not grow lrresolute and talk of stale- 
mates then, and we shall be unwor- 
thy of them and the blood they shed 
if we do so now. The blood of Long 
Island and Gettysburg, of Bunker Hill 
and Fredericksburg, must not have 
been shed uselessiy. “It is for 
“the living, rather to be dedicated 
“here to the unfinished work which 
“they who fought here have thus far 
“so nobly advanced. It is rather for 
“us to be here dedicated to the great 
“ task remaining before us—that from 
“ these honored dead we take increased 
“ devotion to that cause for which 
“they have the last full measure of 
“ devotion; that we here highly re- 
“ solve that these dead shall not have 
died in vain.”

STATE FOOD CONTROL. 

After a long series of wrangles, po- 
litical gymnastics, party whippings-in, 
“ education of the farmer, and what 
not, epposition on personal grounds, 
opposition on selfish grounds, the 
Legislature has passed the Food Con- 
trol bill. Most of the controversy has 
turned on political and not on eco- 
nomic reasons. All this is character- 
istic of the Legislature, as was its re- 
fusal to relieve this city from paying 
its wonted 70 per cent. for building 
terminal markets “ up-State.” This 


nation, for the winning of the war 


by the Federal Government, that 
State food control is to be regarded. 
Our food comes mostly from outside 
of the State. The State Food Control 
Commission will have power over dis- 
tribution, power to prevent hoarding, 
and to séize and sell, at a fair price, 
hoarded supplies of the necessaries of 
life, power to license food manufacto- 
ries and storage warehouses, to regu- 
late them, to drive them out of busi- 
ness if they misbehave. The neces- 
saries of life” include food, fertilizer, 
feed, fuel, ofl, seed, and all instru- 
ments necessary for the production of 
feed, foods, fuel, except gas. Mu- 
nicipalities may buy and sell food and 
fuel, by permission of the Commiis- 


sion. This is an experiment that will 


be watched with interest. The Com- 


mission may make common carriers 
give priority to shipments of the nec- 


essaries of life, institute methods to 
prevent waste, and so on. 

Some of the Democrats complain 
that the bill is not drastic” enough. 
Governor WHITMAN insisted a few 
days ago that to “ say that the pres- 
“ ent bill is less drastic than the orig- 
“inal one is absurd.” It is “ drastic ” 
enough, as its terms show. Whether 
it will be drastic in the sense of “ ef- 
fective” depends, i e measure, 
upon the kind of Food Control Com- 
mission that is appointed to adminis- 
ter it. To the farmer, the opportu- 
nity which it gives him to buy of the 
Commission at cost his seed and feed, 
fertilizer and farming implements, 
should be some consolation of the 
gloom with which he has been sup- 
posed to look at food control. 

— 
THE “FULL CREW” ABSURDITY. 

Women are already doing work 
hitherto done by men in railway sta- 
tions and yards. That is an inevitable 
result of the withdrawal of certain 
classes of railroad men for military 
service. Now it is gravely suggested 
that women shall be employed as 
extra train hands to handle the 
brakes, when called upon to do so, in 
States where “full crew” laws are 
operative. In New Jersey a bill has 
been passed conditionally repealing the 
full crew law. The Public Utility 
Commission is authorized to reduce 
the size of crews on any particular 
trains upon the production of proof 
by the railroads that such trains are 
overmanned. It is said that the oper - 
ating departments of all the railroads 
are prepared with ample proof of 
overmanning, but, of course, the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen 
will resist any reduction. 

Both houses of the Pennsylvania 
Legislature accepted a bill repealing 
the objectionable law, but Governor 
BRUMBAUGH vetoed it. A Dill sus- 
pending the full crew” law in this 
State for the duration of the war was 
passed by one branch of the Legis- 
lature, but was suppressed in the 
other. In New Jersey, the railroad 
authorities assert, 300 unnecessary 
men are employed on trains, in Penn- 
sylvania 1,500, in New York nearly 
2,000. The railroads throughout the 
country are in great need of the serv- 
ices of these men to man the addi- 
tional freight trains and troop trains. 
The excuse for putting women in the 
extra crews is that generally the extra 
men ride in idleness. 

ARGENTINA AND GERMANY. 

Germany has refused to satisfy Ar- 
gentina’s demands. These were that 
she should apologize for sinking two 
ships, pay for them, and promise 
that Argentine vessels should not 
hereafter be molested in any waters, 
barred zones included. There is no 
room for doubt as to the response 
from Berlin, for the refusal has been 
officially announced there. Severance 
of diplomatic relations with Germany 
by Argentina may now reasonably be 
expected. Only by such action can 
the southern republic preserve her 
self-respect. In the original note her 
demands were made with the empha- 
ais of just resentment. At the subse- 
quent conferences in Buenos Aires the 
attitude of the Berlin Government was 
go unsatisfactory that the discussion 
was abruptly terminated. Another 
note was then sent, three weeks ago, 
and a prompt reply was required. 
After some delay it has now been 
given. What has taken place war- 
rants a prediction that Argentina will 
send Germanys Minister home. 

A majority of the South American 
nations, all of those in the first rank 
included, are clearly in opposition to 
Germany. Argentina's action may 
place her nearer to Brazil, openly 
hostile, than to Peru, Chile, and Uru- 
guay, although their approval of the 
course of the United States has been 
officially shown. In some way the 
opinions and preferences of these 
southern countries should be used to 
hasten the coming of peace by a 
crushing defeat of German autocracy. 
If it is not feasible for them to assist 
by physical force those who are fight- 
ing against Germany, all possible 
moral weight should be given to their 
attitude. This can be done most ef- 
fectively by an emphatic declaration 
from a conference in which all the 
nations of the continent shall be rep- 
resented. 

PENSIONS OR INSURANCE? 
The question of how the nation shall 
safeguard the future of its soldiers 
and sailors is second only to that 
regarding the finances of the war. 
It might almost be said to be worthy 
of first place, if the experience of 
our civil war is a good precedent. We 
have paid in taxes twice as much 


ider pensions as we berrewed te wage 


* 


— 
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the war, and we are still paying at 
a burdensome rate, with the charges 
of this war to be added on a greater 
scale. An even stronger reason for 
urgency in decision is that the mere 
summoning of our forces into service 
takes away from them their insurabil- 
ity, even before they have suffered 
any damage. By thus- preventing 
their doing for themselves what they 
ought to do the Government puts it- 
self in a position of duty to do what 
expediency so strongly indicates as 
desirable. After their insurability is 
gohe there remain only pensions, 
with their implication of charity, 
politics, and graft. It ought not to 
be so. A pension ought to be a cer- 
tificate of service rendered and of 
Government's discharge of duty in its 
turn. 

In the past it has not been so, and 
there is no reason to think that the 
future will improve upon experience 
in that respect. The proposal is to 
substitute actuarial principles for 
politics, and to substitute business 
for charity. Then no pensioner will 
have cause for shame, and some of 
them will find that the Government 
has done more for them than they 
could have done for themselves. A 
private could get indemnity of $10,000 
for $80, and the Government could 
help him in doing so for a fraction 
of what pensions would cost. In an- 
cient times when crusaders or feudal 
barons led their followers to war the 
dependents left behind were a charge 
upon the soil. In modern times when 
the breadwinner goes to the chance 
of death he takes with his hands and 
brain all that stands between his fam- 
ily and want. 

Even in civil war times our country 
was chiefly agricultural, and there 
were remnants of the ancient safe- 
guards against loss of bread and 
shelter by the large proportions of 
farmers among the soldiers. Now the 
soldiers are largely mortgagors, if 
they have any relation to the land, 
and they stand to lose what of their 
savings they have put into a dwelling. 
Neither they nor the mortgagee took 
that possibility into consideration, 
but there is a call for its considera- 
tion by those for whom the sacrifice 
is made. It is fortunate that the 
just way is the cheap way. We have 
raised our soldiers’ wages, and there 
is no reason why some of the increase 
should not go for the benefit of those 
who need assistance in these re- 
spects while they are fighting, and 
perhaps may need it more after their 
fighting days are done. It never can 
be said that they went to war for 
what they could make out of it. No 
opportunity should be left for them 
to say that their sacrifice is greater 
than they can bear. There can be no 
disagreement about the principle. Sec- 
retary McADoo is rendering good serv- 
ice in working out the details. The 
bill, it is reported, will be  energeti- 
cally pushed in both houses of Con- 
gress.

These, too, are dis- 
tinctly military activities, but for their 
adequate performance the physical re- 
quirements are by no means what they 
are for the trench and the charge. Yet 
the present enrollment rejects all who 
are not up to the highest standard, and 
the consequence is that men who are 
up to that standard will have to be 
detailed for duties which they will not 
perform appreciably better than would 
men whose detecte as to eyes, teeth, 
feet, and the like, while really disqual- 
ifying them for service in the. battle 
line, can be nearly or quite ignored in 
most of the work done at the rear. 

The British, profiting by experience, 
have devised an elaborate system of di- 
viding recruits into grades at their first 
examination and assigning them to the 
sort of service to which they ars t 
fitted. Of these grades the British 
recognize nine, only the last being that 
of men from whom no military service 
whatever can be expected.

Certainly, however, the real patriot 
treats his flag tenderly, and he retires 
it from public view before its condition 
makes his patriotism even seemingly 
dubious.

OF DOCTORS: IN WAR. 


Dr. Jacobi Opposes Drafting Medical 
Students for Trenches. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A few days ago the medical class of 
1918 in the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons (Columbia Univérsity) sent you 
a statement full of knowledge and wis- 
dom. They are the men 60 per cent. of 
whom are now subject to the draft. 
Under ordinary circumstances they 
would finish their medical studies with- 
in one or two years, add a hospital year 
to their five years of regular study, and 
then be prepared to pass their State ex- 
amination and apply for the license to 
practice medicine. Instead of that they 
are drafted, and Judge Hughes, the 
Secretary of War, and the Senate and 
‘House of Representatives are quite sure 
that it cannot be helped. 

Meanwhile the Dean of our College of 
Physicians and Surgeons told our ad- 
vanced students, and the same occurred 
in all other schools, not to volunteer 
and not to interrupt their regular oc- 
cupation—not to interrupt the study of 
medicine—on the contrary, to prepare 
themselves more zealously for their 
legitimate future. In place of vacations 
the students and teachers were supplied 
with extra courses of study, which were 
to enable our advanced students to pass 
their examinations in a short time, 
adapt them to our extraordinary circum- 
stances, and prepare them to fill the 
vacant places in the public field—in the 
hospitals and in the army and navy. 

The reverse has taken place. Our 
inexperienced administrators and Con- 
gressmen insist upon a uniform draft. 
That meahs they know no difference 
between your young trained doctors and 
untrained mechanics; none between the 
few months required for training a 
common soldier to fit him to serve in 
the army and navy and the many years 
it takes to make a doctor. : 

Your correspondents of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons know better. 
Some European countries know better. 
They have a better opinion of and re- 
spect for their educated and trained 
citizens and know how to place them 
properly. The Prussians demand three 
years to prepare a common soldier for 
his work; an educated person requires 
one year for his military training, a 
medical student one year, after which 
he is considered fit, and is utilized for 
some professional position. It seems 
to take a ssian to appreciate the 
value of medical men in war. 

They do not despise experience. In 
their war of 1870 their medical service 
was not considered efficient enough. 
Then our great fellow-citizen, Dr. Ernst 
Krackowizer, and myself were request- 
ed and authorized to furnish thirty- 
five American doctors, whose services 
were quite welcome in their fields and 
hospitals. 

Now, England and France made the 
mistake of utilizing their doctors like 
common soldiers; but within half a year 
they were compelled to recall them from 
the trenches. That was too late, how- 
ever, for at the present time they have 
one doctor left for eight thousand peo- 
ple in England and France. 

Our Administration seems to overlook 
what we all know—that what our allies 
are asking us for is doctors, “ Send 
us doctors.” This Administration of 
ours, however, is now asking us to 
furnish 24,000, aye 40,000, doctors for 
our armies. Everybody appreciates the 
difficulty, but still we are told to fur- 
nish our medical students and young 
doctors in the places of common soldiers 
to populate our trenches. 

Should we not learn from England and 
France, or persist in imitating their 
mistakes, though they try to correct 
them? 

When the call reached us for doctors 
and nurses and orderlies, even before 
that, doctors became scarce; many 
crossed the ocean for voluntary serv- 
ice, hospital units filled up rapidly— 
hospital services were vacated, attend- 
ing and adjunct and interne services 
were depleted and not in working order. 
Many competent practitioners left their 
practices and looked for substitutes. 

Meanwhile I have met a number of 
well-educated boys who meant to study 
medicine. They have declined to do 80 
because they fear to prepare in vain, 
knowing they will be drafted when they 
grow up to 21, medicine or no medicine. 

Where is Gorgas? I have been waiting 
all the time to hear his voice.

The urgent international problem to- 
day is how to bring about a frank and 
sincere conference of the belligerent na- 
tions without an armistice—since neither 
group would now take the obvious risks 
of an armistice—a conference consulta 
tive and not arbitral, and only prelim- 
inary to the official conference of Gov- 
ernments which must devise and propose 
@ real settlement. This problem is dif- 
ficult but not insoluble. 

After three years of warfare, stren- 
uous and continuous beyond all prece- 
dent, the military situation today is de- 
scribed fairly well by the word. stale- 
mate. For each party it is inconclusive, 
and there is no umpires. Either party 
can hold the other in trench warfare. 
The Entente Allies can drive the Ger- 
mans back for short distances, but 
neither side has as yet won a decisive 
victory in trench warfare, or captured 
an army in open country. Because of 
the superiority of the Entente Allies and 
the United States in number of men, in- 
dustrial productiveness, and financial 


strength, Germany in all probability can 


be brought to a condition of exhaustion 
before the Allies will be; but this result 
can be brought about only by prolonged 
and desperate sacrifices of human life 
and of the savings of the nations, and 
at the cost of infinite human woe. 

Although all the nations involved are 
longing for peace, their Governmients 
are in no condition to discuss terms 
of peace. The political and industrial 
changes brought about by the war 
are tremendous; but they are manifestly 
incomplete. Democracies have been 
obliged to change many of their habit- 
ual modes of aetion; autocracies are 
facing internal agitations; one autoc- 
racy has just disappeared, but no stable 
government has as yet taken its place; 
many industries have to be carried on 
under new conditions as regards both 
labor and capital; and war itself is 
conducted in new ways which disre- 
gard the ethics heretofore thought to 
be universally accepted. There is a 
general wondering as to what is going 
to happen next, which indisposes respon* 
sible persons to large committals, or 
decisions which cannot be recalled: The 
Entente Allies do not state clearly their 
minimum demands or lowest terms for 
peace, and the Central Monarchies state 
no terms at all. 

Under such circumstances it is wholly 
natural for combative and indignant 
men and women to say, What is the 
use of talking with the German rulers 
about terms of peace; they will not 
keep their word if they can obtain any 
military advantage by breaking it? 
“We must fight till we are plainly vic- 
torious.“ On the other hand, the vari- 
ous official and unofficial statements 
of the terms on which the Allies would 
be willing to make peace produce on the 
German mind, so far as their opponents 
can discover, only this effect: We are 
fighting a war of defense against dis- 
memberment or imprisonment: we must 
fight to the last gasp in the hope that 
some favoring chance or discord among 
our enemies may save us from the 
threatened destruction.” This is, in- 
deed, a horrible dilemma, and many 
righteous men say that there is no way 
of escape from it, except by the over- 


batants. Before settling down, how- 
ever, to this long struggle is it not worth 
while to try a limited preliminary ex- 
periment on human capacity for good 
feeling and sound reasoning even under 
the most adverse circumstances? 

Even under the actual very discourag- 
ing circumstances, he would be a bold 
man who should affirm that it Is im- 
possible to bring appointed conferees 
from all the belligerent nations into 
one room for the oral discussion of 
subjects previously agreed upon, the 
conferees being selected by the sev- 
eral Governments, but receiving no in- 
structions either before or during the 
conference from the appointing powers, 
and having no power of commission 
except to make a brief public report 
of their conclusions. The function 
of the several Governments would 
be limited to the appointment of 
the conferees and the granting of the 
necessary safe conducts. In order te 
keep the size of the conference moder- 
ate, each small State might be restricted 
to two conferees and each large State to 
four. 

The two principal subjects of discus- 
sion ought to be: 

1. The means of so organising the 
civilized world that international war 
can be prevented—by force when > 
peaceable means have failed. | 

2. The removal or remedying in good 
measure of the public wrongs, injus- 
tices, and distrusts which contributed 
to the outbreak of the present war, or 
have been created during its course— 
wrongdoings and passions which will 
cause future wars unless done away 
with.

For a long period manufacturers had 
the benefit of a free, and in some de- 
partments runaway, market They 
took orders at prices based upon the 
buyer’s necessities, and if subsequent 
profits were not proportionate to those 
in sight when the contracts were 
made it was because of a similar de- 
sire upon the part of other men with 


services or supplies to sell to reap the 


same benefits. The conditions under- 
went a fundamental change when this 
nation abandoned neutrality to protect 
democracy. At once there was in- 
jected into discussions of prices the 
question of the morality of deriving 
excessive profits out of the necessi 
ties of the Federal Government. Nor 
was it compatible with our new obli- 
gations to the Allies further to exploit 
them. To the credit of the leaders of 
American industry it must be ad- 
mitted that the Government has met 
with full co-operation on the part of 
prices within check. 


‘Because of the keen sidan with 
which every one in the financial dis- 
trict has awaited the report of the 


Federal Trade Commission, dominat- 


ed by the President to report on steel 
costs, the announcement last week of 


prices fixed by the President for bitu- 


minous and anthracite coal aroused 


2 good deal of discussion. The fig- 


ures at which the producers of soft 
coal myst sell their output struck the 
public as being unfairly low, so quick- 
ly has the business world readjusted 
itself to the fact of the new quota- 
tions. Afterward it became evident 
that the new basis was, on the whole, 
entirely fair to the operators. Bitu- 
minous coal mining has not been high- 
ly profitable in years past. The de- 
posits are so widely distributed and 
the supplies so great that it has 
never been possible to exact the mar- 
gin of profit over mining costs that 
has been made by the anthracite pro- 


ducers. In some cases, and oddly} 


enough the United States Navy sup- 
plies one of them, existing prices were 
lower than those now having official 
sanction of the President, so that the 
sellers will benefit financially from the 
new schedule. In others, where mines 
are disadvantageously situated or are 
unable to obtain cars as needed, the 
new rates may prove too low to per- 
mit of further operation. For the in- 
dustry as a whole they allow a fair 
.but not exorbitant profit on every ton 
leaving the mines. The anthracite 
producers were pleasantly surprised 
by the Government's indorsement of 
the prices which they had made with- 
out compulsion. The benefit to the 


given these quotations is expected to 
come through the closer watch which 
the coal administrator will keep upon 
the distribution and retailing of an- 
thracite. In almost every case where 


consumers have been forced to pay 
‘exorbitant prices for their fuel it has 


developed that the fault lay with in- 
adequate receipts, making it possible 
for dealers to exact their own terms 
from buyers. . 
The professional speculator has suf- 
fered a keen disappointment in the 
development of the new era of what 
is being referred to as State socialism. 
He had every reason to expect that 
prices would be regulated by the old 
law of supply and demand, and on 
that expectation he confidently looked 
for a record bull market in stocks.
